usurpation and further stated that 
_ “we view with apprehension the in- 
- fringement of the police powers of

tration.” 

The commission holé@s that the ex- 
ercise of this power by the postmas- 
ter general has brought about a 
-eomplete revulsion in public senti- 
ment, and has brought into marked 
’ @isfavor government control, opera- 

tion or ownership of public utilities. 
The commission is of the opinion 
that this change in the sentiment 
of the public is due to the fact that 
the people of the respective states 
view with fear the centralization 
of power in the federal government 
at Washington, and look with anx- 
iety upon the destruction of the po- 
lice power of the states of this 
union.

| HURT IN ACCIDENT 


WILLIAM D. GRANT. 


W.D.Grant Hurt 
WhenCar Strikes 
Huge Tar Kettle 


Great Container Is Drag- 
ged for About 40 Yards, 
Scatteting Tar Over the 
Road, and Then Auto 
Turns Turtle. — — 


William D. Grant, 22-year-old son 
of John W. Grant, widely-known At- 
lantan, ahd one of the’ most popular 
young men in the city, is at Davis- 
Fischer sanitarium in a serious con- 
dition as the result of an automo- 
bile accident just beyond the city 
limits on the Peachtree road which 
occurred. shortly before 11 o'clock 
last night. 

Mr. Grant, it is understood, was 
going to his home on Pace’s Ferry 
road, near Buckhead, when the big 
high-powered car he'was driving 
collided with the wheel of a huge 
tar kettle which was standing near 
the car tracks filled with tar. 

The kettle was in use to provide 
building material for the road work 
which is in progress on the Peach- 
tree road, and when the automobile 
struck it the great container was 
thrown squarely in the path of the 
outgoing car. 

It was dragged for about 40 yards, 
scattering tar all over the _ road, 
when the crippled auto was thrown 
in the air completely turning turtle 
and pinning the occupant under the 
steering wheel. 

The crew of an outgoing Buck- 
head car, whict arrived at the scene 
of the accident just after the car had 
turned over, and county policemen, 
removed the automobile from Mr. 
Grant’s body and placed the injured 
man in a passing auto. 

Those who took the victim of the 
accident from under the car stated 
that he was covered from head to 
foot with tar, only one hand and a 
part of his face showing white 
through the sticky coating of the 
road-building material. Both the 
tar container and the big automobile 
he drove were completely demol- 
ished. 

At the Davis-Fischer sanitarium 
last night officials stated that he 
had received cuts about the face and 
many bruises and sprains. While his 
condition is serious, they do not be- 
lieve there Is any doubt about his 
recovery from his injuries. 

Mr. Grant was only recently dis- 
charged from the naval aviation. 
service. He took his ground school 
course at the Boston School of Tech- 
nology, his flying course at Long 
Island, and was then transferred to 
Pensa¢éola to complete his traintng 
and there received his commission as 
ensign in-the naval air service. 
Upon leaving the navy he entered 
his father’s office in Atlanta to take 
up real estate work. He is a grad- 
uate of Yale university.

GREAT TERMINALS 
OF THE SEABOARD 
SWEPT BY FLAMES 


Hutchinson Island, at Sa- 

vannah, Scene of Fire. 

The Loss Will Run Into 
Millions. 


STARTED IN PLANT OF 
FERTILIZER COMPANY 


Firemen Hampered by 
Suffocating Smoke and 
Gale—Large Quantities 
of Cotton on Wharves Is 
Destroyed. 


Savannah, Ga., February 14.—Fire 
driven by a wind almost reching the 
proportions of a gale, swept Hutch- 
inson Island, the site of the Sea- 
board Air Line railway terminals, 
this afternoon. 

The fire started in the motor room. 
of the South¢rn Fertilizer and Chem- 
‘feal company, located just west of 
the Seaboard terminals. 

 Befpre the force of Y25 men’ could 


structure was filled with flames and’ 
great volumes of smoke poured 
through the windows. A general fire 
alarm called into action the fire 
fighters maintained by the Seaboard 
Air Line, all the tugs and other craft 
in the harbor went to their aid, and 
firemen from the Savannah fire de- 
partment were quickly put over the 
river. 

The Seaboard terminals, though on 
the north side of the Savannah riv- 
er, are within a thousand feet of 
the city hall, and that section of 
the business district known as the 
Bay. 

Smoke Screen Hid View. 

A smoke screen curtained the ac- 
tivity on the island from the thou- 
sands jratching the fire from the 
city side, but at intervals great 
tongues of flames burst through the 
smoke and fire brands gyuld be seen 
dropping on the warehouses, 
wharves and sheds to the east. Fire 
fighters were stationed on the roofs 
of the warehouses and on the 
wharves and for hours they battled 
in what appeared to be a losing 
fight. The flames, sparing ware- 
house No. 1, in a portion of which 
is located the agent’s office, envel- 
oped warehouse No. 3 and continued 
its way eastward. 

As soon as the alarm was sounded 
masters of tugs in the harbor went 
to the rescue of vessels moored in 
the slips of the terminals, taking 
on or discharging cargoes. Two 
British stemships, carrying large 
quantities of ammunition, were ta- 
ken to safety. As soon as all 
threatened shipping was removed to 
safe moorings, the tugs immediately 
joined the fire fighters. 


Wind Abated at 8 p. m. 


At 8 o’clock tonight, efter the 
wind had died down, it was an- 
nounced that the fire was under 
control. Even at that time the heay- 
ens were aglow and great beds of 
fire were visible to the watchers on 
the high buildings along Bay street. 

At 9 o’clock, while it is evident 
that the loss will reach into millions, 
there has been no estimate of the 
damage done by the fire. An officer 
of the Southern Fertilizer and Chem- 
ical company said that their plant 
is valued at $225,000 4: that the 
stock on hand at $750,000. As it was 
not known how much the ruins 
would salvage, he was not in a posi- 
tion to estimate their loss. A large 
quantity of cotton stored in ware- 
houses and on wharves was destroy- 
ed. One cotton man has estimated

While no one deemed qualified is 
willing to.estimate the aggregate 
loss resulting from the ffre, late 
tonight a consolidation of specific 
loss gathered by newspaper men in- 
dicates a damage of between $2,000,- 
000 and $3,000,000. ‘ Seaboard Afr 
Line officials estimate the loss of 
5,000 bales of cotton. Two thousand 
tons of nitrate was destroyed.

Moonshine Still 
Run by Clubman 
Of Chattanooga 


H. Kelso Hailey and 3 
Negroes Arrested—Still 
in Basement of Fashion- 
able Altmore Apartment 


\House — Hailey Taken 
While at Work. ; 


Chattanooga, Tenn., February 14. 
What is declared to be the largest 
private distillery ever found in the 
United States was unedrthed in the 
basement of the Altmore apartment 
house here today by the police and 
the alleged operator and owner of 
the apartment, H. Kelso Hailey, 
prominent club man and business 
man, placed under arrest along with 
three negroes who were assisting 
him. 

The distillery was discovered by 
accident, City Detectives Burke, 
Paradiso and Gillespie having been 
at the time chasing a negro charged 
with housebreaking and who sought 
refuge in a secret passage to the 
basement of the apartment. One 
apparatus of 100-gallon capacity 
daily was ‘in full operation, while 
arrangements were being made to 
place four more stills at work, 
which would have turned out a to- 
tal of 800 gallons a day. 

Hailey was discovered working on 
@ new copper worm in one of the 
many apartments under the build- 
ing and great quantities of corn 
in various states used for making 


whisky were found. The fumes and

The equipment was new, but older 
apparattts which had been discard- 
ed in order to secure greater capac- 
ity was found in the pidte.

Tonight Hailey was arraigned be- 
fore United States Commissioner 
McAllester and his bond increased 
from $500 to $5,000. He will be 
given a preliminary hearing tomor- 
row.

GOVERNMENT LOS 
OF $200 13560 


As Result of First Year 
of Federal Operation of 
the Railroads--Operating 
Expenses Very Much 
Heavier. 


Washington, February 14.—De- 
tails of the first year of govern- 
ment operation of the nation’s 
transportation system was made 
public tonight by the railroad ad- 
ministration. 

Net federal income in 1918 of class 
I roads, those having annual oper- 
ating incomes in excess of $1,000,- 
000, amounted to $688,200,082, leav- 
ing a deficit of $202,135,602 from the 
standard return guaranteed the 
roads. Operating revenues totaled 
$4,842,695,884, an increase of 21.4 
per cent over 1917. and operating 
expenses $3,939,315,122, an increase 
of 40.3 per cent. | 
' Wage increases in 1918 added 
$583,000,000 to the operating ex- 
penses and all materials cost more 
than in the previous year. Locomo- 
Ative fuel alone was said to have cost 
$125,000,000 more. While operating 
expenses took 70.4 per cent of the 
1917 operating revenue, the _ per- 
centage last year rose to 81.3. The 
administration called attention ta 
thé adverse wéather of January and 
February last year, which caused a 
decrease in the net federal incom 
of $100,000,000 as compared with the 
sume months of 1917. 

Inctenase in Freight Traffic. 

An increase in freight traffic was 
handled last year despite actual de- 
creases of 2.5 per cent in train miles 
and of 5.6 per cent in loaded ear 
miles. This was accomplished by 
an increase of 4.4 per cent in the 
train load and 7.8 per cent in the 
car load. 

Passenger traffic for the year wil) 
show an increase of approximately 
9 per cent, the report said, although 
total figures have not yet been com- 
piled. The administration estimated 
that the total would be moré.than 
42,000,000,000 passenger miles, in- 
cluding the movement of ,troops. 
This also was accomplished despite 
a decrease in passenger train miles 
estimated at approximately nine per 
cent, due to the elimination of pas- 
senger trains in the interest of war 
economy. The economy in passen- 
ger service was declared to have 
been responsible in large part for 
the better freight train perform- 
ances. 

The railroad administration called 
attention to the fact that war con- 
ditions existed during almost the 
entire 12 months, that the great 
volume of traffic comprised war 
supplies, which were moved as ex- 


peditiously as possible without re- 
gard to expense, and that the oper- 
ating pérsonnel, besides being sub- 
ject to general military demands. 
likewise supplied many hundreds of 
workers for military trains in

DISPOSITION EVIDENT 
TO SUSPEND JUDGMENT 


Free Discussion Expected 
as Soon as the Senators 
Have Time to Study the 
Proposed Constitution. 
Hitchcock Discusses the 
Document at Length. 


Washington, February 14. — Sen- 
ator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, chair- 
man of the senaty foreign relations 
committee, in a formal statement 
tonight said the proposed canstitu- 


j tion. of. the league.-of- natiéns  im-- 


pressed him “very favorably.” He 
declared that it was “not the mon- 
ster that those who have attacked 
the plan’ predicted,” nor was-it “the 
helpless sewing circle that one 
sneering critic predicted it might 
be.”’ 
Senators Most Guarded. 

Aside from Senator Hitchcock, 
senators declined tg make formal 
comment on the league constitution 
until they had had more’ time in 
which to study it and most of them 
were most guarded in their observa- 
tions in cloak room and office dis- 
cussion. The plan was read with 
the greatest interest, however, and 
there was evidence that there would 
be free discussion in the senate be- 
ginning within a day or two. 

Senator Hitchcock in his state- 
ment, said control of the executive 
council, to which would be entrusted 
the real power of the league, would 
always be in the hands of the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Italy 
and Japan. This element of per- 
manency and strength in the ex- 
ecutive council, he said, is a “highly 
important feature.” 

“In some respects,” said the sen- 
ator, “the covenants which nations 
make when they join the league re- 
semble existing arbitration or peace 
treaties. They agree never to go 
to war without submitting differ- 
ences to arbitration, the arbitrators 
to be agreed upon, or to an examina- 
tion by the executive council and 
not even then for three months after 
the decision. This pledge guaran- 
tzes against a sudden war and as- 
Sures a cooling-off time. 

Even Threat of War. 

“A nation violating this pledge 
even in threatening war prema- 
turely will be considered as making 
war upon every member of the 
league and then the executive coun- 
cil is authorized to determine and 
recommend what force each member 
of the league contribute in defense. 
Before this, however, each nation is 
also required to cut off all finan- 
cial, commercial, business and so- 
cial relations with the offending na- 
tion. This prospect constitutes a 
most formidable reason why no na- 
tion will thus violate its promise 
to arbitrate. 

Reduction of Armaments. 

“Another important movement 
made by the nations joining the 
league is the agreement to make such 
reductions of national armaments to 
the lowest possible point consist- 
ent with national safety as the ex- 
ecutive council shall determine and 
recommend. 

“Another covenant in. the consti- 
tution which is significant is the 
agreement to respect and preserve 
against aggression the territorial 
integrity and independence of 
league members. Significant also 
is the brief declaration that even 
a threat of war becomes at once 
the congern of the league. 
German Gelonies and Territories, 

“German colonies and dependent 
territories are to be under league 
guardianship, one member, however, 
being made the mandatory to carry 
This repre- 
sents the highest plan of altruistic 
service. 

“While thia particular draft of 
the constitution is not final, it con- 
stitutes, in my opinion, the greatest

FORUNITED STATES 


President and Party Left 
Paris Last Night and 
Will Board Liner George 
Washington Today. 


PRESIDENT’S PARTY 
VERY MUCH REDUCED 


Many Members Remain 
in Paris, But at That 319 

‘Persons Are Coming 
With Wilson—President 
Poincare Saw President 
Wilson Off. 


Paris, February 14.—President 
Wilson left the Murat mansion at 
9:05 o’clock this evening for the 
Invalides stagion on the first stage 
of his journey home. 

The president was escorted by a 
detachment of the republican guard. 
carly in the evening the president 
dined alone with Mrs. Wilson. Prior 
to his departure, Colonel House and 
Secretary of State Lansing called 
at the Murat mansion to bid the 
executive farewell. 

Poincare Saw Willson Off. 

President Poincare was at the 
Station to bid President Wilson 
good-bye. The: president will be 
accompanied to Brest by Georges 
Leygues, French minister of ma- 
rine; Captain Andre Tardieu, 
French high commander to the Unit- 
ed States, and M. Jusserand, French 
ambassador to the United States. 

Friday was one of the most event- 
ful days of the peace conference 
and the president’s departure was 
for a time in the.balance, pending 
agreement on the league. 

Preparations have been complet- 
ed for the homeward voyage of the 
presidential patty, which will sail 
from Brest tomorrow on the liner 
George Washington, on which it 
came to France. This time _ the 
party is much reduced, the 
large staff. of state department em- 
ployes and numerous experts who 
came over with Mr. Wilson remain- 
ing in Paris. 

319 In Wilson Party. 

The party comprises President 
and Mrs. Wilson, David R,. Francis, 
ambassador to Russia; white house 
employes, secret service men, the 
300 soldiers who -have formed the 
guard around the Murat residence, 
Congressmen George White, of 
Ohio, and P. D. Norton, of North 


Dakota, and representatives of the 
three news associations. It num- 
bers 319 persons.

Paris, February 14. — President 


) Wilsem was the céritral fgiire of the 


plenary peace conference which 
opened at 3:30 o'clock this afternoon, 
when in person he read the cove- 
nant establishing @ league of na- 
tions, 

There was added interest in the 
session as it was the last gather- 
ing of the delegates prior to the 
president’s departure, as well as be- 
ing the occasion of presenting the 
document with which his name is 
identified. 

The president was received with 
military ‘honors as he arrived at 
the foreign office and the large 
crowds which had congregated gave. 
him a cordial welcome as he pass- 
ed through. ‘The'delegates already 
were assembled when the president 
entered the council chamber. 

When he entered the chamber the 
president. was. greeted by Premier 
Clemenceau, Foreign Secrtary Bal- 
four and Viscount Milner, of Great 
Britain, and the American delegates 
at the head of the-table. There 
was little formality. Premier Clen* 
enceau, who is president of the con- 
ference, called the conference to or- 
der and President Wilson rose and 
addressed the gathering. 

Wilson Presents Report. 

“I have very great pleasure,” said 
President. Wilson as he began, “in. 
presenting the report of the com- 


mission which has framed the con-. 
sheet the constitution of the league, 


while the assembly followed his 
reading with the closest attention. 
While the president was reading, 
Mrs. Wilson, accompanied by the 
president's naval aide, was escorted 
to a Mlace back of the delegates’ 
table. 

The readng continued for thirty- 
five minutes without interruption

Next Liberty Drive Must

That the Victory Liberty loan 
must be fully subscribed in order 
to assure a complete resumption of 
business conditions on a normal, 
pre-war basis, was the declaration 
of W. P. G. Harding, governor of 
the federal réserve board, at a din- 
ner given in his honor at the Capital 
City club last night by J. K. Ottley, 
president of the Fourth National 
bank. 

As a means of paving the way to 
credit on cotton to be exported to 
European nations, Mr. Harding furt 
ther said he advocates the establish- 
ment in the south of two big cotton 
corporations, one for Texas alone, 
and another for the other southern 
states. He predicted that a satis- 
factory solution of the present cot- 
ton problem would soon be evolved. 

Mr. Harding stated that he fore- 
sees a revival of business through 
the increase in the last ten days in 
the iesue of feceral reserve hank 
notes. 

Money Stringeney Prevented. 

“The growth of business in the 
country,” he said, “is reflected in 
the transfer of credits among the 
twelve federal reserve banks. This 
transfer amounted to twenty-six 
billion dollars in 1917, and to fifty 
billions during the year past. 

“Through no other agency than 
the federal reserve banks could this 
collection and transfer of money 
have been effected. The money col- 
lected from Liberty bonds was re-

Paris, February 14.—The inter- 
allied suffrage congress today 
adopted a resolution declaring that 
the coming peace should be a peo- 
ple’s peace, which it cannot be if 
women are not consulted, and that 
the league of nations should not be 
an alliance of governments only, but 
a general alliance between the peo- 
ples of the world. It is declared 
the league should include represent- 
atives of peoples so selected as to 
represent the different parties in 
their parliaments. The resolution 
declares working people and women 
must be made to feel they are a part 
of, the league of nations.

‘commission pn the league of nations, 
read and explained the following 
report: 

Covenant: 

Preamble: In order to pro- 
mote international co-operation 
and to secure international peace 
and security by the acceptance 
of obligations not to resort to 
war by the prescription of open, 
just and honorable relations be- 
tween nations, by the firm es- 
tablishment of the understand- 
ings of international law as the 
actual rule of conduct among 
governments, and by the main- 
tenance and justice and a scru- 
pulous respect for all treaty 
obligations in the dealings of 
organized people with one an- 
other, the powers signators to 
this covenant adopt this consti- 
tution of the League of Nations: 

ARTICLE I. The action of the 
high contracting parties under 
the terms of this covenant shall 
be effected through the instru- 
mentality of a meeting of a body 
of delegates representing the 
high contracting ~ parties, of 
meetings at more frequent inter- 
vals of an executive council, 
and of a permanent internation- 
al secretariat to be established 
at the seat of the league. 

ARTICLE II. Meetings of the 
body of delegates shall be held 
at stated intervals and from 
time to time as occasion may re- 
quire for the purpose of deal- 
ing with matters within’ the 

sphere of action of the league. 
Meetings of the body of dele- 
gates shall be held at the seat of 
the league oor at such other 
places as may be found conven-, 
ient and shall consist of rep- 
resentatives of the high con- 
tracting parties. Each of the 
high contracting parties shall 
have one vote, but may have not 
more than three representa- 
tives. 

Members of Council. 


ARTICLE III. The’ executive 
council shall. consist of repre- 
sentatives of the United States 
of America, the British empire, 
France, Italy and Japan, to- 
gether with representatives 
of four other states, mem- 
bers of the league. The se- 
lection of these four states shall 
be made by the body of dele- 
gates on such principles and in 
such manner as they think fit. 
Pending ‘the appointment; of | 
‘these representatives of . tife 
other states, representatives of 
(blank left for names) shall be 
members of thé executive coun- 
cil. : 

Meetings of the council shall 
be held from time to time as oc- 
casion may require and at least 
once a year at whatever place 
may be decided on, or failing 
any such decision, at the seat of 
the league, and any matter 
within the sphere of action of 
the league or affecting the peace 
of the world may be dealt with 
at such meetings. 

Invitations shall be sent to 
any power to attend a meeting 
of the council at which such 
matters directly affecting its 
interests are to be discussed, and 
no decision taken at any meet- 
ing will be binding on such pow- 
ers unless so invited. 

ARTICLE IV. All matters of 
procedure at meetings of the 
body of delegates or the execu- 
tive council including the ap- 
pointment of committees to in- 
vestigate particular matters 
hall be regulaed by the body of 
delegates oor the executive 
council and may be decided by a 
majority of the states repre- 
sented at the meeting. 

The first meeting of the body 
of delegates and the executive 
council shall be summoned by 
the president of the United 
States of America. 

Permanent Secretariat. 

ARTICLE V. The permanent 
secretariat of the league. shall 
bo z2stablished at (blank), which 
shall constitute the seat of the 
league. The secretariat. shall 
comprise such secretaries and 
staff as may be required, under 
the general direction and con- 
trol of a secretary general of 


the league, who shall be chosen 
by the executive council; the 
secretariat shall be appointed 
by the secretary general subject 
‘to confirmation by the executive 
council. 

The secretary general shall 
act in that capacity at all meet- 
ings of the body of delegates 
or of the executive council. 

The expenses of the secreta- 
riat shall be borne by the states 
members of the league in accord- 
ance with the apportionment of 
the expenses of the internation- 
al bureau of the Universal Pos- 
tal Union. . 

ARTICLE VI. Representa- 
tives of the high contracting 
parties and officials of the 
league when ,engaged in the 
business of the league ghall en- 
joy diplomatic privileges and 
immunities and the building oc- 
cupied by the league or its offi- 
cials or by representatives at- 
tending its meetings shall en- 
joy the benefits of extra-terri- 
toriality. 


Admission to the League. 


ARTICLE VII. Admission to 
the league of states not signa- 
tories to the covenant and not 
named in the’ protocol hereto 
as states to be invited to ad- 
here to the covenant, requires 
the assent of not less than two- 
thirds of the states represent- 
ed in the body of delegates, and 
shall be limited to fully self- 
governing countries, including 
dominions and colonies. 

No state shall be admitted. to 
the league unless it is able to 
give effective guarantees of 
its sincere intention to observe 
its internatibnal obligations, 
and unless it shall conform to 
such principles as may be pre- 
scribed by the league in 
to it naval and military forces

of each state; and the executive 
council shall formulate plans 
for effecting such reductiom 
The @xecutive council shall also 
determine for the consideration 
and action of the several gov- 
ernmeénts what military equip- 
ment and armament is fair and 
reasonable in proportion to the 
scale of forces laid down in the 
program of disarmament; and 
the limits. when adopted, shall 
not be exceeded without the 
permission of the executive 
council. 


Manufacture of Munitions. 


The high contracting parties 
agree that the manufacture by 
private enterprise of munitions 
and implements of war lends 
itself to grave objections, and 
direct the executive council to 
advise how the evil effects at- 
tendant upon such manufac- 
ture can be prevented, due re- 
gard being had to the neces- 
sities of those countries which 
are not able to manufacture for 
themselves the munitions and 
implements of war necessary 
for their safety. 

The high contracting parties 
undertake in no way to con- 
ceal from each other the condi- 
tion of such of their industries 
as are capable of being adapted 
to war-like purposes or the 
scale .of their armaments, and 
agree that there shall be full 
and frank interchange of in- 
formation as to their military 
and naval programs. 

ARTICLE 1X. A permanent 
commission shall be constituted 
to advise the league on the 


1 questions generally. 

ARTICLE X. The high con- 
tracting parties shall undertake 
to respect and preserve as 
against external aggression the 
territorial integrity and exist- 
ing political independence of 
ati states members of the 
league. In case of any such ag- 
gression or in case of any 
threat or danger of such ag- 
gression the executive council 
shall advise. upon the means by 
which the obligation shall be 
fulfilled. 


Any Threat of War. 


ARTICLE XI. Any war or 
threat of war, whether immedi- 
ately affecting any of the high 
contracting parties or not, is 
hereby declared a matter of 
concern to the league and the 
high contracting parties reserve 
the right to take any action 
that may be deemed wise and 
effectual to safeguard the 
peace of nations. 

It is hereby also declared and 
agreed to be the friendly right 
of each of the high contracting 
Parties to draw the attention 
of the body of delegates or of 
the executive counci] to any cir- 
cumstances affecting interna- 
tional intercourse which 
threatens to disturb  interna- 
tional peace or the good under- 
standing between nations upon 
which peace depends. 

ARTICLE XII. The high con- 
tracting parties agree that 
should disputes arise between 
them which cannot be adjusted 
by the ordinary processes of 
diplomacy, they will in no case 
resort to war without previous- 
ly submitting the questions and 
matters involved either to arbi- 
tration, or to inquiry by the 
executive council, and until 
three months after the award 
by the arbitrators or a .recom- 
mendation bythe executive 
council; and that they will not 
even then resort to war as 
against a member of the league 
which complies with the award 
of the arbitrators or the recom- 
mendation of the executive 
council. 

In any case under the article 
the. award of the arbitrators 
shall be made’ within a reason- 
able time and the recommenda- 
tion of the executive council 
shall be made within six months 
after the submission of the 
dispute. 

Court of Arbitration. 

ARTICLE XIII. The high con- 
tracting parties agree that 
whenever any dispute or diffi- 
culty shall arisé between them 
which they recognize to be 
Suitable for submission to arbi- 
tration and which cannot be 
satisfactorily settled by diplo- 
macy, they will submit the 
whole matter to arbitration. For 
this purpose the court of arbi- 
tion to which the case is re- 
ferred shall be the court agreed 
on by the parties or stipulated 
in any convention existing be- 
tween them. The high contract- 
ing parties agree that they will 
carry out in full good faith any 
award that may be rendered. In 
the event of any failure to carry 
out the award, the executive 
council shall propose what steps 
can best be taken to give effect 
thereto 

ARTICLE XIV. The executive 
council shall formulate plans 
for the establishment of a per- 
manent court of international 
justice, and this court shall, 
when established, be competent 
to hear and determine any mat- 
ter which the parties recognized 
as suitable for submission to it 
for arbitration under the fore- 
going article. 

ARTICLE XY. If there should 
arise between states members 
of the league any dispute likely 
to lead to rupture, which is not 
submitted to arbitration as 
above, the high contracting 
parties agree that they will 
refer the matter to the execu- 
tive council; either party to the 
dispute may give notice of the 
existence of the dispute to the 
secretary general, who will 
make all necessary arrange- 
ments for a full investigation 
and consideration thereof. For 
this purpose the parties agree 
to communicate to the secre- 
tary general as promptly as 
possible statements of their case 
with all the relevant facts and 
papers, and the executive coun- 
cil may forthwith direct the 
publication thereof. 


If Dispute Be Settled. 


Where the efforts of the 
council lead to the settlement of 
the dispute, a statement shall 
be published indicating the na- 
ture of the dispute and the 
terms of the _ settlement, to- 
gether with such explanations 
as may be appropriate. If the 
dispute has n been settled, a 
report by the§council shall be 
published, settfng forth with all 
necessary facts and explana- 
tions the recommendation which 
fhe council thinks just and 
proper for the settlement of the 
dispute. If the report is unani- 
mously agreed to by the mem- 
bers of the council other than 
the parties to the dispute, the 
high contracting parties agree 
that they will not go to war 
with any party which complies 
with the recommendations, and 
that if any party shajl refuse so 
to comply the council shall pro- 
pose measures necessary to give 
effect to the recommendations. 
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referred at the request of either 
party to the dispute, provided 
that such request must made 
within fourteen days after the 
submission of the dispute. In a 
case referred to the body of del- 
egatés all the provisions of this 
article and of Article XII relat- 
ing to action and powers of the 
executive council shall apply to 
the action and powers of the 
body of delegates. 

Beycott te Follow Violation. 

ARTICLE XVL Should any of 
the high contracting parties 
break or disregard its covenants 
under Article XII, it shall there- 
by ipso facto be deemed to have 
committed an act of war against 
all the other members of the 
league, which hereby undertakes 
immediately to subject it to the 
severance of all trade or finan- 
cial intercourse between their 
nationals and the nations of the 
covenant-breaking states, and 
the prevention of all financial, 
commercial or personal inter- 
course between the nationals of 
the covenant-breaking state and 
the nationals of any other state, 
whether a member of the league 
or not. 

It shall be the duty of the ex- 
ecutive council in such case to 
recommend what effective mili- 
tary or naval force the members 
of the league shall severally 
contribute to the armed forces 
to be used te protect the cove- 
nants of the league. 

The high contracting parties 
agree, further, that they will 
mutually support one another in 
the financial and economic 
measures which may be taken 
under this article, in order to 
minimize the loss and inconven- 
ience resulting from the above 
measures, and that they. will 


mutually support one another in 


resisting any. special measures 
aimed at one of their number by 
the covenant-breakine state, 
and that they will afford pas- 
sage through their territory to 
the forces of any of the high 
contracting parties who are co- 
operating to protect the cove- 
nants of the league. 

Disputes With Non-Members. 


’ ARTICLES XVIL I vent 
of disputes xVIT. el otc 


member of the ieague and an- 
other state which is not a mem- 
ber of the league, or between 
states not members of the 
league, the high contracting 
parties agree that the state or 
states not members of the 
league shall be invited to ac- 
cept the obligations of member- 
ship in the league for the pur- 
poses of such dispute, upon such 
conditions as the executive 
council may deem just, and upon 
acceptance of any such invita- 
tion, the above provisions shall 
be applied with such modifica- 
tions a8 may be deemed neces- 
sary by the league. — ae 

Upon such invitation being 
given the executive council shall 
immediately institute an _ in- 
quiry into the _ circumstances 
and merits of the dispute and 
recommend such action as may 
seem best and most effectual in 
the circumstances. 

In the event of a power so 
invited refusing to accept the 
obligations of membership in 
the league for the purposes of 
the league, which, in the case 
of a state member of the league, 
would constitute a‘breach of Ar- 
ticle XII. the provisions of Ar- 
ticle XVI shall be applicable as 
against the state taking such 
action. 

If both parties to the dispute 
when so invited refuse to accept 
the obligations of membership 
in the league for the purpose of 
such dispute, the executive 
council may take such action 
and maake such recommenda- 
tions as will prevent hostilities 
and will result in the settle- 
ment of the dispute. 

ARTICLE XVIII. The high 
contracting parties agree that 
the league shall be entrusted 
with general supervision of the 
trade ir arms and ammunitic’. 
with the countries in which the 
eontrol of this traific is neces- 
sary in the common interest. 
Mandates for Conquered Lands. 

ARTICLB XIX. To those colo- 
nies and territories which as a 
consequence of the late war 
have ceased to be under the sqv- 
ereignty of the states which 
formerly governed them and 
which are inhabited by peoples 
not yet able to stand by them- 
selves under the strenuous con- 
ditions of the modern world, 
there should be applied the prin- 
ciple that the well-being and 
development of such eonles 


‘form a sacred trust of civiliza- 


tion and that securities for the 
performance of this trust should 
be embodied in the constitution 
of the league. me 

The best method of giving 
practical effect to this princi- 
ple is that the tutelage of such 
peoples should be entrusted to 
advanced nations who, by rea- 
son of their resources, their ex- 
perience or their geographical 
position, can best undertake 
this responsibility and that this 
tutelage should be exercised bv 
them as mandatories on behalf 
of the league. 

The character of the mandate 
must differ according to the 
state of the development of the 
people, the geogranhical situa- 
tion of the territorv, its eco- 
nomic conditions and other sim- 
flar circumstances. 

Certain communities formerly 
helongine to the Turkish emnire 

ave reached a stage of develon- 
ment which their existence as 
independent nations can he nro- 
visionallv recognized subiect to 
the rendering of administrative 
advice and assistance hv 2 man- 
datory power until such time as 
they are able to stand alone.

Peoples of Central Africa.

In every case of mandate, the 
mandatory state shall render to 
the league an annual report in 
reference to the territory com- 
mitted to its charge. 

The degree of authority, con- 
trol or administration to be ex- 
ercised by the mandatory state 
shall, if not previously agreed 
upon by the high contracting 
parties in each case be explic- 
itly defined by the executive 
council in a special act or char- 
ter. * 

The high contracting parties 
further agree to establish at the 
seat of the league a mandatory 
commission to receive and,exam- 
ine the annual reports of the 
mandatory powers and tc assist 
the league in ensuring the ob- 
servance of the terms of all 
mandates. 


Conditions of Labor. 


ARTICLE XX. The high con- 
tracting parties will endeavor 
to secure and maintain fair and 
humane conditions of labor for 
men, women and children, both 
in their own countries and in 
all countries to which their 
commercial and industrial rela- 
tions. extend, and to that end 
agree to establish as part of the 
organization of the league a 
permanent bureau of labor. 

ARTICLE XXI. The high con- 
tracting parties agree that pro- 
vision shall be made through 
the instrumentality of the 
league to st®cure and maintain 
freedom of transit and equita- 
ble treatment for the commerce 
of all states members of the 
league, having in mind, among 
other things, special arrange- 
ments with regard to the neces- 
sities of the regions devastated 
during the war of 1914-1918; 

ARTICLE XXII. The high con- 
contracting parties agree to 
Place under the control of the 
eague all international bu- 

aus already established py 
general treaties if the parties 
to such treaties consent. Fur- 
thermore, they agree that all 
such international bureaus to be 
constituted in future shall b#® 
placed under control of the 
league, 

ARTICLE XXIII The high 
contracting parties agree that 
every treaty or international en- 
gagements entered into here- 
after by any state member of 
the league shall be forthwith 
registered with the secretary 
general and as soon as possible 
published by him, and that no 
such treaty or international 
greement shall be binding un- 
til so registered. 

ARTICLE XXIV. It shall be 
the right of the body of dele- 
gates from time to time to ad- 
vise the  re-consideration by 
states members of the league 
of treaties which have become 
inapplicable, and of internation- 
al conditions of which the con- 
tinuance may endanger the 
peace of the world. 


All Prior Obligations. 


ARTICLE XXV. The high Ccon- 
tracting parties severally agree 
that the present covenant is ac- 
cepted as abrogating all obli- 
gations inter se which are incon- 
sistent with the terms thereof, 
and solemnly engage that they 
wil not hereafter enter into 
any engagements inconsistent 
with the terms thereof. In case 
anv of the powers’ signatorv 
hereto or sUbsequentily admit- 
ted to the league shall, before 
becoming a party to this cove- 
nant, have undertaken any obli- 
gations which are inconsistent 
with the terms of this cove- 
nant, it shall be the duty of 
such power to take immediate 
steps to procure its release 
from such cbligations. 

ARTICLE XXVI. Amendments 
to this covenant will take ef- 
fect when ratified by the states 
whose representatives compose 
the executive council and by 
three-fourths of the states 
whose representatives compose 
the body of delegates. 


WILSON EXPLAINS 
CHARTER OF LEAGUE 
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or applause. As he closed the pres- 
ident laid aside the document and 
spoke of what had been accomplish- 
ed. The deliberations of the com- 
mission had been most instructive 
and throughout the proceedings 
there was an undertone of enthusi- 
asm in the great work Being accom- 
plished, he said. 

President Wilson spoke earnestly, 
but without oratorical effect. 

“The best report I can make,” the 
president continued, “is to read the 
document itself.” 

Thereupon he read from a printed 
stitution of a league of nations. 1 
am particularly happy to be able to

Not a Straight Jacket. 
The results, said President Wil- 
son, embodied the judgment of 
fourteen nations represented on the 
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commission, and these fourteen na- 


tions were a representative group 


| of the conference itself. 


“This isa union of will in a com- 
mon purpose,” the president pro- 
ceeded. “It is a union which cannot 
be resisted, and I dare say, one 


which no nation will attempt tc; 


resist.” 

The president pointed out that the 
document was no “straight jacket.” 
It was elastic, and not a vehicle of 
might, he said. It was yet to be 
developed, and as yet care should be 
taken as to the clothes put on it. 
While elastic, yet it was definite. 

“It is definite,” continued Pres- 
ident Wilson, “as a guarantee of 
peace. It is definite as a guarantee 
against aggression. It is definite 
against a renewal of such a cata- 
clysm as has just shaken civiliza- 
tion.” 

The president spoke with espe- 
cial emphasis as he referred to the 
wrongs committed acainst helpless 
peoples. 

Helpless Peoples Protected. 

“There is one especially notable 
feature in this. document,” he said. 
“We are done with annexations of 
helpless peoples, at times /accom- 
plished in the past for the purposes 
of the exploitation of these peoples. 
an this document we realize thct 
these helpless communities are first 
to be helped ang developed and 
that their own interests and. well- 
being shall come before any méa- 
terial advantage to the mandatory 
entrusted with their case.” 

Too often in the past, the presi- 
dent added, the world had seen the 
lands of helpless communities c.- 
propriated for political purposes. 
“And s0,” he said, “while this is 
a practical document, it is above 
ull a human document. It rac- 
tical, and at the same time it is de- 
signed to purify, to rectify, to ele- 
vate.”’ 

President W .son closed his ad- 
dress at 4:30 o'clock, having read 
and spoken just one hour. An in- 
terpreter then proceeded to render 
a discourse which oceupied another 
hour, 

Cecil and Orlando Speak. 

Lord Robert Cecil, head of the 
British commission on the league 
of nations, followed the interpreter 
in an earnest speech. It was a good 
omen, said Lord Robert, that this 
document had been laid before the 
world before being finally enacted, 
so that people everywhere could ad- 
vise upon and criticise it. The prob- 
lem had been one of great difficul- 
ty, for it was to preserve the peace 


‘of the world with the least possible 


sovet- 


interference with national 
eignty. 

The results accomplished, he con- 
tinued, embraced two main princi- 
ples: First, no nation shall go to 
war until every other means of 
settlement shall be fully and fairly 
tried; second, no nation shall forci- 
bly seek to disturb a territory’s in- 
tegrity or interfere with the polit- 
ical independence of the nations of 
the world. These were the great 
principles, but later another great 
Principle must be laid down, namely, 
that no nation should retain arma- 
ments fit only for aggressive pur- 
poses, 

Dr. Vittorio Orlando, the Italian 
prime minister, expressed deep sat- 
isfaction at having collabotated in 


what was going to be ene of the 
greatest documents of history. He 
would not speak of the merits of 
the scheme, Dr. Oriando continued, 
as these had been explained by one 
whose noble inspiration nad brought 
it into existence. The war had 
brought forth the necessity for this 
document. 

“Thus born out of the pains of 
war,” the premier exclaimed, “this 
is a document of freedom and right 
which represents the redemption of 
humanity by sacrifice.” 

Leon Bourgeois, of the French 
delegation, spoke in behalf of France 
on the good will which he said had 
prevailed in. formulating the proj- 
ect. At the same time, he said, 
the French delegates reserved the 
right to present their views on cer- 
tain details of the plan as’a whole, 
which was a work of right and jus- 
tice and knew no distinction be- 
tween great and small states. 

Later, he said, this beginning must 
be, extended by a limitation of arma- 
ments. One of the ief results 
of the victory was in permitting the 
disarmament of the barbarous na- 
tion that stood in the way of world 
disarmament. 

Dangers to states were not all 
equal M. Bourgeois said. Some states 
like France and Belgium, were es- 
pecially exposed and required ad- 
ditional guarantees. He urged a 
system of permanent inspection of 
existing armaments and forces as 
one means of averting a renewal of 
warfare. 

Baron Makino, of Japan, after ap- 
proving the high purpose of the 
league, added that a proposal would 
be submitted later which it was 
hoped would receive favorable at- 
tention. The nature of this proposal 
he did not make known, but it is 
supposed to refer to an’amendment 
abolishing racial distincttons in in- 
ternational affairs. 

George Nicoll Barnes, the British 
minister of labor, and Premier Veni- 
zelos, of Greece, also spoke approv- 
ingly of the league of nations. Dr. 
V. K. Wellington Koo, the Chinese 
delegate, gave China’s adherence to 
the league. 

The Arabian delegate pointed out

WILSON EXPLAINS 
CHARTER OF LEAGUE

ceau replied that President Wilson 
had presented the document with the 
expectation that there would be 
the fullest opportunity for discus- 
sion, but when this would occur 
would be determined later. 

The conference adjourned at 7 
o’clock this evening and President 
Wilson hastened homeward to pre- 
pare for his journey to the United 
States. 

Text of Wilson’s Speech. 


President Wilson’s speech at the 
peace conference at the reading of 
the draft of the league of nations 
follows: 

“Mr. Chairman: I have the honor, 
and assume it @ very great priv- 
ilege, of representing in the name 
of the cetmmission constituted by 
this conference on the formulation 
of a plan for the league of nations. 
I am happy to gay that it is a unani- 
mous report, a unanimous report 
from the representatives of four- 
teen nations—the United States, 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
Belgium, Brazil, China, Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Greece, Poland, Portugal, 
Rumania and Serbia. 

“I think it will be serviceable and 
interesting if I, with your permis- 
sion, read the doeument as the only 
report we have to make.” 

resident Wilson then read the 
draft. When he reached article XV. 
and had read through the second 
paragraph, the pres#ient paused and 
said: : 

“IT pause to point out that a 
misconception might arise in con- 
nection with.wone of the sentences 
I have just read—‘if any party shall 
refuse to comply, the council shall 
propose measures necessary to give 
effect to the recommendations. 

“A case in point, a purely hypo- 
thetical case, is this: Suppose there 
is in the possession of a particular 
power a piece of territory, or some 
other substantial thing in dispute, 
to which it is claimed that it is 
not entitled. Suppose that the mat- 
ter is submitted to the executive 
council for recommendation as to 
the settlement of the dispute, diplo- 
macy, having failed, and suppose 
that the decision is in favor of the 


| party which claims the subject mat- 


ter of dispute, as against the party 
which has the subject matter in 
dispute. ‘ 

“Then, if the party in possession 
of the subject matter in dispute 
merely sits still and does nothing, 
it has accepted t decision of the 
council, in the same sense that it 
makes no resistance; but something 
must be done to see that it sur- 
renders the subject matter in dis- 
pute. 

“In such a case, the only case con- 
templated, it is provided that the 
executive council may then consider 
what steps will be necessary to 
oblige the narty against whom judg- 
ment has been given to comply with 
the decisions of the council.” 

Only Best Methods Sought. 

After having read article XIX., 
ee Wilson also stopped and 
said: 

“Let me say that before being 
embodied in this document this was 
the subject matter of a very care- 
ful discussion by representatives of 
the five greater parties, and that 
their unanimous conclusion is the 
matter embodied in this article.” 

After having read the entire docu- 
ment, President Wilson continued as 


follows:

The vital interest which the 
churches of America are -manifest- 


ing in the league of nations is be-

gre ~.cking up the congresses o- 
the league of nations which are now 
in progress in the nine pivotal cities 
of the nation. 

The ninth congress, which is to be 
the Southern Congress of the League 
of Nations, to be held in Atlanta 
February 28 and March 1, is being 
supported by ministers and leading 
churchmen of all denominations of 
the south. 

Local ministers have been asked 
to call especial attention of their 
congregations to the congress..on 
Sunday, and in several instances 
they will devote their entire sermons 
to the gathering, its vital signifi- 
cance at the present time in the his- 
tory of the country and of the world, 
and the need of all church members 
in Atlanta backing up with their in- 
dividual efforts the movement in 
every way. 

Local Church Committee. 

The committee on church co-op- 
eration which has been appointed 
by Samuel C. Dobbs, president of the 
chamber of commerce, is rallying 
the support of the churches and 
their lea@ers to the opportunity 
which is presgnted to them in the 
Atlanta congress. This committee 
is composed of Rev. Ashby Jones, Dr. 
Walter Hendrix, Rabbi David Marx, 
Dr. C. B. Wilmer and Father Peter 
McOscar. 

The congress will bring to the 
city Dean Charles R. Brown, head 
of the school of religion at Yale uni- 
versity, one of the most dis?@@guish- 
ed men in the church in America. 
Dean Brown will be the principal 
speaker at th@session of the con- 
gress dealing especially with the re. 
lations of religion and social prog- 
ress to the league ot nations idea. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler, of At- 
lanta, and Bishop Benjamin J. Kei- 
ley, of Savannah, will also address 
this session of the congress. Some 
of the most noted ministers and lay 
members in the south will be pres- 
ent as delegates to hear the discus- 
sion of the principles involved. 

To Awaken Country. 

The congress is-designed primarily 
to awaken the people of America 
to the urgent necessity for express- 
ing their belief in and desire for the 
lague of nations; lacking which any 
covenant which President Wilson 
might achieve would fail of ratifi- 
cation by the United States senate. 
The outlook for such a ratification 
by the senate is at present doubtful, 
and the full weight of public opin- 
ion is deemed necessary to those 
best versed in the situation to pro- 
duce the desired result. 

Among the scores of acceptances 
from delegates which are being re- 
ceived daily at the congress head- 
quarters are many from the leading 
ministers of the south. Other dele- 


gates are being drawn from .the 
leaders along educational, labor, ag- 
ricultural and commercial! lines, All 
classes of the og Seg ena om in fact, 
will be in Atlanta for the congress to 
maintain their belief in the princi- 
1 for which the gathering is strjy- 
ng. 


the sittings of the commission was 
not only of the most constructive 
but of the~-most encouraging sort. 
It was obvious throughout our dis- 
cussions that, although there were 
subjects upon which there were in- 
dividual differences of judgment, 
with regard to the method by which 
our objects should be obtained, 
there was practically at no point 
any serious difference of opinion or 
motive as to the objects which we 
were seeking. 

“Indeed, while these debates were 
not made the opportunity for the 
expression of enthusiasm and senti- 
ments, I think the other members 
of the commission wiil agree with 
me that there was an undertone of 
high respect and of enthusiasm for 
the thing we were trying to. do, 
which was heartening throughout 
every meeting. 

“Because we felt that in a way 
this conference did entrust unto us 
the expression of one of its highest 
and most important purposes, to see 
to it that the concord of the world 
in the future with regard to the 
objects of justice should not be sub- 
ject to doubt or uncertainty; that 
the co-operation of the great body 
of nations should be assured in the 
maintenance .of peace upon terms 
of honor and of international obli- 
gations. 

“The compulsion of that task was 
constantly upon us, and at no point 
was there shown the slightest de- 
sire to do anything but suggest the 
best means to accomplish that great 
object. There is very great signifi- 
cance, therefore, in the fact that 
the result was reached unanimously. 


Fourteen Nations Represented. 


“Fourteen nations were repre- 
sented, among them all of those 
powers which for convenience we 
have called the great powers, and 
among the rest a representation of 
the greatest variety of circum- 
stances and interests. So that MI 
think we are justified in saying that 
the significance. of the result, there- 
fore, has the deepest of all mean- 
ings, the union of wills in a com- 
mon purpose, a union of wills which 
cannot be resisted, and which I dare 
say, no nation will run the risk of 
attempting to resist. 

“Now, as to the character of the 
document. While it has consumed 
some time to read this document, I 
think you will see at once that 
it is very simple, and in nothing 
so simple as in the structure which 
it suggests for a league of nations— 
a body of delegates, an executive 
council and a permanent secretariat. 

“When it came to the question of 
determining the character of the 
representation in the body of dele- 
gates, weywere all aware of a feel- 
ing which is current throuhgout the 
world. | 

‘Inasmuch as I am stating in the 
presence of the official representa- 
tives of the various governments 
here present, including myself, I 
may say that there is a universal 
feeling that the world cannot rest 
satisfied with merely official guid- 
ance, There has reached us though 
many channels the feeling that if 
the deliberating wees J of the league 
of nations was merely to be a body 
of officials representing the various 
governments, the peoples of the 
world would not be sure that some 
of the mistakes which pre-occupied 
officials had admittedly made, 
might not be repeated. 

“It was impossible to conserve a 
method or an assembly so large and 
various as to be real representa- 
tive of the great body of the peo- 
ples of the world, because, as I 
roughty reckon it, we represent as 
we sit around this table more than 
1,200,000,000. people. 
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‘And in order to safeguard the 
lar powers #0 far as we could 
his representative body it is 
ed, you will notice, that when 
a subject is submitted, it is not to 
arbitration but to discussion by the 
executive council; it can, upon the 
initiative of either of the parties 
to the dispute be drawn out of the 
executive council on the larger 
form of the general body of dele- 
gates; because through this instru- 
ment we are depending primarily 
and chiefly upon one great force 
and this is the moral force of the 
public opinion of the world—the 
pivasing: and clarifying and compel- 
ing influences of publicity; so that 
intrigues can no longer have their 
so that designs that are 
sinister can at any time be: drawn 
into the open, so that thogee things 
that are destroyed by the light may 
be promptly destroyed by the over- 
whelming light of the universal ex- 
ones of the condemnation of the 
world, 


Armed Force in Background. 


“Armed force .is in the back- 
Sround in this program, but it is 
in the background; and if the moral 
force of the world will not suffice 
the phyiscal force of the world 
shall. But that is the last resort, 
because this is intended as a.con- 
stitution of peace, not as a league 
of war. 

“The simplicity of: the. document 
seems to me to be one of its chief 
virtues because, speaking for my- 
self, I was unable to see the va- 
riety of circumstances with which 
this league would have to deal. ] 
was unable therefore to plan all the 
machinery that might be necessary 
to meet the differing and unex- 
pected contingencies. . Therefore. I 
should say of this document that 
it is not.a straight jacket, but a 
vehicle of life. 

“A living thing is born and we 
must see to it what clothes we put 
on it. It is not a vehicle of power, 
but a vehicle in which power may 
be varied at the discretion of those 
who exercise it and in accordance 
with the changing circumstances 
of the time. And yet, while it-is elas- 
tic, while it is general in its terms, 
it is definite in the one thing that 
we were called to make definite, It 
is a definite guarantee of peace. It 
is a definite guarantee by word 
against aggression. It is a definite 
guarantee against the things which 
have just come near bringing the 
_— structure of civilization into 
ruin. 

“Its purposes do not fora moment 
lie vague. Its purposes are declared 
and its powers are unmistakable. It 
is not in contemplation that this 
should be merely a league to secure 
the peace of the world. It is a league 
which can be used for co-operation 
in any international matter. That 
is the significance of the provision 
introduced concerning labor. 


Ameliorationg of Labor Conditions. 


“There are many ameliorations of 
labor conditions which can be ef- 
fected by conference and discussion. 
I anticipate that there will be a very 
great usefulness in the bureau of 
labor which it is contemplated shall 
be set up by the league. Men and 
women and children who work have 
been in the background through 
long ages and sometimes seemed to 
be forgotten while governments 
have had their watchful and sus- 
picious eyes upon the maneuvers of 
one another while the thought of 
statesmen has been about structu- 
ral action and the larger transac- 
tions of commerce and of finance. 

“Now if I may believe the picture 
which I see, there comes irto the 
foreground the great body of the 
laboring people of the world, the 
men and women and children upon 
whom the great burden of sustain- 
ing the world must from day to 
day fall, whether we wish it to do 
so or not; people who go to bed 
tired and wake up without the stim- 
ulation of lively hope. These peo- | 
ple will be drawn into the field of 
international consultation and help 
and will be among the wards of the 
combined governments of the world. 
This is, I take leave to say, a very 
great step in advance in the mere 
conception of that. 

“Then, as you will notice, there 
is an imperative article concerning 
the publicity of all international 
agreements. Henceforth, no mem- 
ber of the league can claim any 
agreement valid which it has not 
registered with the secretary gen- 
eral, in whose office, of course, it 
will be subject to the examination 
of anybody representing a member 
of the league. And the duty is laid 
upon the secretary general to pub- 
lish every document of that sort at 
the earliest possible time. 

All Agreements to Be Published. 

“I support most persons who have 
not been conversant with the busi- 
ness of foreign affairs do not real- 
ize how many hundreds of these 
agreements are made in a single 
year and how difficult it might be 
to publish the more unimportant 
of them immediately. How uninter- 
esting it would be to most of the 
world to publish them immediately. 
but even they must be published 
just as soon as it is possible for 
the secretary general to publish 
them. 

“Then there is a feature about 
this convenant which, to my mind, 
is one of the greatest and most sat- 
isfactorvy advances that has been 
made. We are done with annexa- 
tions of helpless peoples, meant in 
some instances by some powers to 
be used merely for exploitation. We 
recognize in the most solemn man- 
ner that the helpless and - unde- 
veloned péoples of the world, being 
in that condition, put an obligation 
upon us to look after their inter- 
ests primarily before we use them 
for our interests; and that in all 
cases of this sort hereafter it shall 
be the duty of the league to see 
that the nations who are assigned 
as the tutors and advisers and di- 
rectors of these peoples shall look 
to their interests and their develop- 
ment before they look to the inter- 
ests and desires of the mandatory 
nation itself. 

“There has been no greater ad- 
vance than,.this, gentlemen. If you 
look back upon the historv of the 
world vou will see how helpless peo- 
ples have too often been a prey to 
powers that had no conscience in 
the matter. It has been one of the 
many distressing revelations of re- 
cent vears that the great power 
which has just been, happily, defeat- 
ed, put intolerable burdens and in- 
justices upon the helpless people of 
some of the colonies which !t an- 
nexed to itself, that its interest was 
rather their extermination than 
their development: that the desire 
was to possess their land for Fue 
ropean prrvoses and not to enjoy 
their confidence in order that man- 
kind might be shifted in these places 
to the next higher level... 

Expressing Conscience in Law. 

“Now the world, expressing -its 
conscience in law, says there is 
an end of that, that our consciences 
shall be settled to this thing. States 
will be picked out which have 
already shown that they can exer- 
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know, the great 
States that are represented here— 
that humane impulse has already 
expressed itself in their dealings 
with .their colonies, whose peoples 
pe yet at a low stage of civiliza- 


Application ef a Principle. 
‘We have had many instances of 
colonies lifted into the sphere of 
complete self-government. This is 
not the discovery ofa principle. It 
is the universal application of a 
principle. It is the agreement of 
the great nations which have tried 
to live by these standards in their 
separate administrations to unite in 
seeing that their common force and 
their common thought and intelli- 
#ehce are lent to this great and 
humane enterprise. I think it is an 
admission, therefore, for the most 
profound satisfaction that this hu- 
mane decision should have been 
reached in a matter for which the 
world has long been waiting and 
until a very recent period thought 
that it was still too early to hope. 

“Many terrible things have come 
out of this war, gentlemen, but 
some very beautiful things~ have 
come out of it. Wrong has been 
defeated, but the rest of the world 
has been more conscious than it 
ever was before of the majority of 
right. People that werd suspicious 
of one another can now live as 
friends and comrades in a single 
fa , and desire to do so. The 
miasma of distrust, of intrigue, is 
cleared away. Men are looking eye 
to eye and saying ‘we are brothers 
and have a common purpose. We 
did not, realize it before, but now 
we do realize it, and this is our 
covenant of friendship.’ ”

This comparison shows an aver- 
age increase of $1 per month in 
both the business and residence sta- 
tion service in Moultrie, Boston, 
Carrollton, Greenville and Fort Val- 
ley, which service is furnished by 
the Consolidated, the Fruit Belt and 
the Gainesboro, and an average 
Sross increase in the toll rate of

The position taken by the com- 
mission is that the act of congress 
of July, 16, 1918, which invested in 
the president power to assume con- 
trol and operate certain public util- 
ities for -the national defense for 
the duration of the war, specifically 
declares that nothing in the act 
shall be construed to amend or re- 
peal existing laws or powers of the 
states in regard to taxation or the 
lawful police regulations of the sev- 
eral states, and that the power to 
fix intrastate rates is derived from 
the police powers of the states. 


RIGHT OF 
STATES. 


The commission claims that it is 
the sovereign right of every state 
to regulate its domestic concerns, 
including the making of intrastate 
rates for telephone and telegraph 
companies operating within its bor- 
ders and that this power is abso- 
lutely essential to the preservation 
of local government and should not 
be surrendered by the state. 

That when this power is exercised 
by the federal government it should 
be based on an expressed grant of 
power and not drawn by mere in- 
ference from any fanciful construc- 
tion of the meaning of the proviso 
of the act of congress July. 1918, in 
regard to federal control of the 
telephone lines.

Burieson follows:

Sir: After ll and careful consideration 
we present this memorial and protest against 
the exercise by you of the power to fix 
intrastate rates for telephone service with- 
7 ee: = Georgia. 

- Under e joint resolution of con 
of July 16, 1918, which authorized the weee- 
ident of the United States, whenever he 
deemed it necessary for the national security 
or defense, to supervise or to take posses- 
sion and assume control of any telegraph, 
telephone, marine cable, or radio system or 
systems, or any part thereof, and to oper- 
ate the same in such manner as may be 
needful or desirable for the duration of the 
war, it was distinctly declared by congress: 

“That nothing in the act shall be con- 
strued to amend, repeal, impair or affect 
existing laws or powers of the states in re- 
lation to taxation or the lawful police regu- 
lations of the several states, except wherein 
such laws, powers or regulations may af- 
fect the transmission of government com- 
munications, or the issue of stocks and bonds 
by such system or systems.’’ 

In other words, we believe that congress 
meant that the operation of these systems 
by the president should not have the effect 
of amending, repealing, impairing or affect- 
ing the existing laws and powers of the 
states which spring from their police pow- 

. Congress expressly reserved to the 
states their existing laws and powers, both 
in relation to taxation and in relation to the 
lawful police regulations of the several 
states. 

It must be conceded beyond reasonable 
controversy that the power to fix intrastate 
rates is derived from the police powers of 
the several states. Police regulation and 
police power are synonomous. They are 


identical. 
Without Authority. 

If by the resolution of July 16, 1918, 
congress expressly reserved to the respec- 
tive states all their laws and powers in re- 
lation to their police regulations, and if the 
power to initiate intrastate rates is a part 
of the police powers of the several states, 
then we respectfully submit that you are 
without authority to initiate and fix the 
domestic rates of telephone and telegraph 
companies doing business in this state. 

For this reason we most solemnly protest 
against the exercise of this power by the 
postmaster general of the United States. 

2. The power assumed by you to fix the 
intrastate rates for these companies, in the 
respective states, strikes at the very foun- 
dation of state sovereignty, transfers the 
regulations of these rates to Washington, 

C., and deprives the respective states 
of the union of the exercise of the police 
powers which is lodged exclusively in them, 
and not jin the federal government.

We submit that 
reasonable and just rates cannot be estab- 
lished without exhaustive investigation, and 
in the absence of all opportunity for those 
who are to pay such rates, to be heard. 

We further protest against the estab- 
lishment of these rates by you for the rea- 
gon that the same constitute pronounced ad- 
vances in the rates formerly charged by 
these public utilities. As an example of 
such increases, we attach hereto, as Exhibit 
A, a table showing such advances for the 
instances therein named. The same is a fair 
exhibit of the operation of the rates put in 
effect by you. 

While the country was engaged in war 
and actual hostilities were going on, we 
made no protest on account of the ex- 
ercise of this authority by you, or as to 
the promulgation of these rates, because we 
did not wish to embarrass the government, 
in the slightest degree, in its prosecution of 
the war against Germany. We did not wish 
to put any obstacle in the way of the gov- 
ernment’s successful prosecutfon and ending 
hostilities. But as actual hostilities have 
ceased, and the country is rapidly returning 
to normal conditions, we feel that silence 
is no longer justifiable. We feel that our 
voice should be lifted against the assump- 
tion by the federal government of the pow- 
ers and authority of the respective states, 
It is in view of the magnitude of this 
subject that we now venture to present this 
memorial and protest to you. 

The exercise of this power by the post- 
master general has brought about a com- 
plete revulsion in public sentiment, and 
has brought into marked disfavor govern- 
ment control, operation or ownership of pub- 
lic utilities. This change of sentiment is 
due to the fact that the people of the re- 
spective states view with fear the centrali- 
zation of power in the federal governmept 
at Washington, and look with anxiety u 
the destruction of the police power of the 
states of this union.

IN GOOD HANDS. 


In a notable address before the 
Transportation Club of Louisville, 
Ky., at its first annual banquet 
since 1917, a few days’ ago, Benja- 
min L. Winchell, southern regional 
director of the railroad administra- 
tion, administered very timely .ad- 
monition to the public not to be 
impatient in its attitude toward the 
rail service under federal admin- 
istration and not to be over-ready 
to find fault and to criticise. 

“We ask you,” he said, “to admit 
fairly that most of the present dif- 
ficulties and shortcomings are not 
the result of federal railroad control 
—{t is the war.” And he went on 
to say that— 


“Delayed and overloaded tra’. 3, 
misrouted, or ever lost, freight, a 
broken electr:c l:ght bulb, an 1 -sat- 
isfactory dining car meal, or a badly 
kept station bulletin hoard were not 
the most serious consequences of the 
hideous catastrophe whic. lust for 
power brought to the world Ask 
the Belgian: ” 


Indeed, when one even attempts 
to measure the sum total of human 
suffering, privation, sacrifice, that 
hag been suffered from the iden- 


tical cause that necessitated the 


# 


taking over of railroad contro] and 
operation by the government, the 
mere inconvenience to which a few 
of us may have been subjected by 
reason of imperfect rail service 
geems too insignificant to talk 
about! 

And, considering all of the handi- 
caps and all of the elements that 
naturally and essentially militated 
against good service to the civilian 
public, the railroad administration, 
after all, las made a really wonder- 
ful showing of efficiency. 

For instance, as Regional Di- 
rector Winchell pointed out in his 
Louisville address, the railroads of 
the country lost “probably more 
than 200,000 men”’—trained em- 
ployees—“who went with the col- 
ors” or into some other field of war 
service; and whose places had to 
be filled by green recruits who had 
the business of railroading all to 
learn. 

The southern region was hit as 
hard as any, and perhaps harder 
than most of the other federal re- 
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gions, in this respect; and yet, de- 
spite that and all other handicaps, 
‘Mr. Winchell declared that during 
1918 the lines under his jurisdiction 
“handled 10,000 troop trains and 
5,000,000 in addition to the ordi- 
nary traffic and all of the extra 
freight business caused by the 
war.” ee 

This is a remarkable showing; 
and, regardless of the merits of, or 
objections to, the principle of gov- 
ernment ownership—a_ subject 
Mr. Winchell very properly re- 
frained from discussing in his ad- 
dress—the fact stands out that, so 
long as we have federal control, 
there is really little room for com- 
plaint on the public’s part. 

And it is apparent that here in 
the south, at any rate, the federal 
railroad machinery is in good and 
capable hands.

AS TO SUFFRAGE. 


“It means,” says Dr. Frank Crane, 
writing about the passage of the 
prohibition amendment—“it means 
that’ democracy in America has 
reached maturity.” 

No, doctor; not quite that—as 
yet! 

Democracy means Liberty; it 
means that all of the adult, capable 
citizens of the government shall be 
vouchsafed a voice and a vote in 
their government. It means, in 
other words, government “of the 
people, for the people, by the peo- 
ple.” Its very foundation is the 
principle that “all people are creat- 
ed equal,” and endowed with the 
“inalienable right” of self-govern- 
ment. é 

Democracy recognizes the right 
of any citizen who supports the 
government to a voice in the gov- 
ernment and in the making of the 
laws with which the citizen is com- 
pelled to comply. 

Therefore, democracy cannot 
truthfully be said to have reached 
“maturity” in a country which rec- 
ognizes the right of only a part of 
its people to govern themselves or 
to have a voice or a vote in their 
government! 
_ Democracy is not mature so long 
as a certain class and percentage 
of the people are compelled to pay 
taxes while being denied the right 
to a voice in the making of the 
laws under which those taxes are 
imposed and expended; nor while 
one part of the citizenship is ruled 
by another part under arbitrary 
authority created and exercised 
only by the ruling part without the 
“consent of the governed!” 

No, democracy in America will 
not have reached “maturity” until 
it ceases to gauge capacity and 
right of government Ly a sex stan 
dard—until it recognizes the fact 
that because a child happens to be 
born a boy it is to be vested with 
“inalienable rights” to “life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness” that 
would have been denied it had it 
happened to have been born a girl! 

When our American democracy 
quits subordinating womanhood; 
when it reaches the point that has 
been reached by every other true 
democracy in the world, where 
women’s brains and impulses and 
talents and hopes and aspirations 
are placed upon an even footing 
with those of men—then our de- 
mocracy may truthfully be said to 
have reached “maturity,” but not 
before! 

Due to a few senatorial mogs- 
backs of the ice-age, we are slow 
in reaching that point; but despite 
all that they can do to stem the 
rising tide of human rights and 
progress, we sha'l] attain it, in due 
course of time—probably before we 
are many months older!

ca’s entry into the war and Presi- 
dent Wilson's declaration that one 
of the almg of the republic is to 
“gecure for each of the small na- 
tionalities the right to live their 
own lives on their own soil, under 
their own government, and to live 
their own lives and develop their 
own culture,” it became evident to 
the Jewish people that the realiza- 
tion of their hopes for centuries was 


hand. 
Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, British 


secretary of foreign affairs, after a 
discussion with President Wilson 
on thig subject issued an official 
statement that “his majesty’s gov- 


ernment views with favor the estab- 
lishment in Palestine of a Jewish 
national home, and pledges itself 
to use its best endeavors to facili- 
tate the achievement of this ob- 
ect.” France, Italy, Greece, Hol- 
and soon followed England and 
America with thelr approval of a 
Jewish state in Palestine. There is 
not the slightest doubt in Jewish 
minds that the ace conference 
will ratify, for all time, the right 
of the Jewish people to develop 
their own culture on their own soil. 
In ‘1897, at Basle, Switzerland, the 
first great Zionist congress adopt- 
ed the program ‘to strive to create 
for the Jewish people a home in 
Palestine secured by public law.” 


In the early eighties colonies were 


rformed in Palestine. The massacres 


in Russia caused the trend of Jew- 
ish immigration to Palestine. Thou- 
sands went back to the old home- 


land and became farmers. They in- 
troduced modern agricultural ma- 
chinery and methods. They estab- 
lished, with the aid of the United 
States department of agriculture, an 
agricultural experiment __ station, 
perfecting a species of wheat of 
world-wide interest tp agricultural 
scientists. When the war began 
Enere were sixty colonies in Pales- 
ne, 

Zionist leaders estimate that with 
the establishment of a Jewish com- 
monwealth over a half a million 
Jews will return to the old home- 
land. No considerable immigration 
from the United States is expected, 


for the American Jew is bound to 
this republic by unbreakable ties 
of love and gratitude. The United 
States will contribute much to the 
new commonwealth in the way of 
tractors and other modern ma- 
chinery, advanced methods, tele- 
phone, electric power, American 
methods of sanitation, etc. 

Schools have been established in 
all the sixty colonies. The diploma 
of the gymnasium at Jaffa is ac- 
cepted for admission to Columbia 
and other American and European 
universities. A great Hebrew uni- 
versity is to be established on the 


Mount of Olives. The foundation has 
already been laid. 


Following the liberation of Jeru- 
salem the British government in- 
vited the Zionist organization to 


send a commission to Palestine to 
begin the actual rebuilding of the 
Jewish commonwealth. A complete 
medical unit with forty physicians 
and nurses was sent over by the 
Zionist organization and is now in 
Palestine. 


The Zionist organization of 
America is raising a fund of $3,000,- 
000 for the. purposes of the Jewish 
administrative commission, of which 
he medical unit is a part. Over a 
million and a half has already been 
raised in America. Money is being 
sent by Jews from all parts of the 


world. The gampaign ia being con- 
ducted by the Zionist ran takin 
of America, 55 Fifth avenue, New 
York city. The honorary president 
of the organization and indeed the 
leader of American Zionism is Jus- 
tice Louis Db. Brandeis, of the 
United States supreme court. As- 
sociated with him _ are Nathan 
Straus, the well-known Philanthro- 
Pist; Judge Julian W. Mack, of the 
United States district court; Dr. 
Stephen §S. Wise, the eloquent Rabbi 
and leader of American publie opin- 
ion; Dr. Harry Friedenwald, of Bal- 
timore; Mrs. Mary Fels, the well- 
known single taxer; Felix Frank- 
furter, United States administrator 
of labor; Eugene Meyer, Jr., of the 
federal finance board; Judge Hugo 
Pam, of the Illinois supreme court, 
and other equally distinguished 
men and women.

Of Cotton for Supplies 
To Aid Holding Movement

Editor Constitution: Nothing will 
80 add to the strength of the holding 


movement, inaugurated at Macon, 
as the increasing of the number of 
people who own cotton. 


As matters no\, stand, while the 
entire south is indirectly interested, 


there is too much of this cotton in 
the hands of one class of vur people, 
the small farmers and tenants. 


I suggested to one of our hard- 
ware merchants, who had just pre- 
sented a bill for $175, that he let 
me as part payment transfer to him 
a warehouse receipt, for one bale 
of middling cotton at thirty cents a 
pound, paying him the balance in 
cash, and that he thus join this 


holding movemenf, that had in view 
thirty-five cents a pound for cotton. 
I could have paid him cash down, 
but I realized that it was an easy 
way for him to help in this fight, 
and that it was perhaps his duty 
to do so. 


It then occurred to me that there 
is more than enough cotton held 
by small farmerg and tenants, to 
pay cash for all the guano that will 


be used this year, if the fertilizer 
men will agree to receive that cot- 
ton at airy cents ‘a pound, and 
join in this holding movement. 


If cotton ig forced up, they make 
an additional profit, if it does not 
sell at thirty cents, they still have 
the margin already placed on their 


goods, the price, I understand, being 
six to ten dollars above last year. 


Just think how it would strength- 
en this movement if a company like 
Swift & Co. were holding two hun- 
dred thousand ales of cotton. The 


guano men could easily absorb a 
million bales of this cotton, at thir- 
e4 cents a pound, and help us hold 
or thirty-five. 


The mule men could take some, | 
and many other classes who do busi- 
ness with farmers. We would soon 


have two million bales of cotton 
held by the strongest firms in the 
countr-, 


I stand ready to trade with any 
fertilizer firm that wants to get in 
this movement, and will e from 
ten to twenty tons, giving middling 
cotton, at thirty cents per pound, 
or some fair price, arrive at in view 
of the fact that they were helping 
the holding movement. TI believe 
there aré thousands of farmers who 
will do the game Cilag.

But be that 
as it may, if I were to put down 
here the more characteristic symp- 
toms of neurasthenia I dare say 
nent every healthy reader would 
find the description more or legs ap- 
plicable to his or her “case.” The 
dividing line between normality and 
neurastheni@ is just as vague and 
indefinite as ig the line between san- 
ity and insanity, from the medical 
point of view. That the latter line 
is a wide and wavering one is evi- 
dent enough in the everyday court 
proceedings in cases of alleged in- 
sanity. 

Neurasthenia is mO more akin to 
insanity than a flabbiness of mus- 
cles is to paralysis. We are all 


more or lesg sane. Sanity is the 
average of mental competence 
which is accepted as standard. One 
must fall far below the standard be- 
fore he is called insane, 

We all have a certain amount of 
dynamic force or energy to draw 
on. Some of us squander energy in 
various ways, intentionally or un- 
consciously, and when we become 
bankrupt we are neurasthenic., 


An athlete who overstraing is apt 
to suffer with all the characteristic 
symptoms of neurasthenia for sev- 
eral weeks or months as a result 
of his unwise spending. A student 
who devotes too much time to books 


and not enough to pleasure, recrea- 
tion, physical education, is likely to 
become neurasthenic. A woman who 
plays the socia] game too hard and 
too fast, expends too much energy 
in the society game of make-believe, 
is on the road to  neurasthenia. 
Competition, you see, breeds neu- 
rasthenia. Competition implies sel- 
fishness, envy, jealousy, unfair tac- 
tics, legitimate tricks of the trade 
rivalry, anxiety, worry, fear, bad 
conscience. These emotional extrav- 
agances -exhaust the vital energy 
precisely as much as does the ex- 
cessive effort of the athlete. Pride 
keeps the bankruptcy in force, once 
it has been achieved. Who wants 
to fall behind the pace set by the 
swiftest in the strenuous race? 
Certainly not the neurasthemic, for 
he or she hasn’t the moral cour- 
age to confess, the nerve to say “I

The Plans of the Bolsheviki. 

The Bolsheviki movement wz-s 
conceived, organized, fomented and 
financed in Berlin. The full scheme 
was to get rid of the czar by revo- 
lution and murder. Second, to in- 
duce the ignorant peasants to kill 
all the landowners, bankers, mer- 
chants and manufact -ers under the 


promise that the murderers were to

each village; and with what results? 
It is as if the axe tad been lifted 
on every vine and orchard; upon 
every oak and pine, leaving no living 
thing except the blades of grass. 
And the illustration is pertinent, 
because the peasants answer to the 
blades of grass, and the middle and 
upper classes to the vinyards and 
the orchards. 


Horrors of the T. sheviki Regime. 

The most terrible results were in- 
evitable. In Petrograd was a great 
hospital containing three thousand 
beds. Wounded and sick soldiers 
were in afte: t'e Bolsheviki move- 
ment was organized. The committee 
of goldiers and sailors did n« elect 
a physician to be superintendent of 
the hospital, but chose a scrubman, 
with his brush and troom, his soap 
and bucket of dirty water.

Bolshevism is 
the apothesis of ignorance and the 
cnthronement of brute force over 
scientific experts. It is German 
propaganda carried up to the nth 
power. It is the eclipse of Jesus in 
favor of Barabbas, the robber. 


Civil Engineers 
And Manufacturers 
To Convene Here 


Fred Houser, secretary of the At- 
lanta Convention bureau, which is 
breaking all records previously es- 
tablished in the securing of conven- 
tions for Atlanta, announced yester- 
day that twenty important conven- 
tions had been secured since the an- 
nual meeting of that organization 
which was held on January 28. 

Two new conventions were added 
to the list Friday. The American 
Institute of Civil Engineers, which 
will convene during the latter part 
of June, and the Southern Furniture 
Manufacturers’ association, which 
meets on March 4. 

The selection of Atlanta as a 
meeting place for the latter named 
conventions comeg as a compliment 
to the hospitality and importance of 
Atlanta as that convention met here 
last year, and points to the proba- 
bility of the city securing additional 
furniture plants, J. P. Ryan, secre- 
tary of the association, who has 
headquarters at High Point, North 
Carolina, is-in correspondence with 
Mr. Houser with reference to the 
arrangements for the convention. 
Seventy-five leading furniture man- 
ufacturers of the south are expected 
to attend this meeting. 

Two questions came up for con- 
sideration when the meeting place 
for the American Institute of En- 
gineers was being decided. Climate 
and a large enough number of chem- 
ical plants to give the delegates 
field for the research work that is 
earried on at these conventions 
were the two questions, and At- 
lanta met all requirements. 

Andrew M. Fairlie, well-known 
chemical engineer of Atlanta, aided 
the bureau in securing this impor- 
tant meeting. One hundred dele- 
gates will be in attendance upon this 
meeting. Mr. Houser announces that 
sixty-seven conventions have al- 
ready been scheduled to meet in 
Atlanta during the year. 


MONUMENT IN FRANCE 
FOR DEAD AMERICANS 


Washington, February 14.—France 
has offered to present to the United 
States the site for a monument on 
French soil tc Americans who died 
“on the field of honor.” 

Edouard De Billy, of the French 
high commission, gent Secretary Ba- 
ker today the following translation 
of a cablegram received from Andre 
Tardieu, head of the commission 
who is now in Paris: 

“T am informed by Mr, De Billy 
that it is proposed to erect in 
France a monument to the Ameri- 
can soldiers who have died on the 
field of honor. Mr. Clemenceau begs 
me to advise you that France wishes 
to offer the ground for the érec- 
tion of this monument.” 

In acknowledging receipt of this 
message, Mr. Baker expressed his 
deep Soareee ee and added _ that 
upon the passage of iegisiatio 

ending in congress he would b 
happy to take up the question of 
co-operation from the French gov- 
ernment. 


Hospital Corps Men 
Are Wanted by Navy; 
Fine Chance Offered 


According to Lieutenant Com- 
mander J. H. Atkinson, in charge of 
the navy recruiting station here, 
there is a great need in the navy 
now for hospital corps men. There 
is exceptional opportunity for ad- 
vancement in this department of the 
service now. The pay according to 
the class is $35.20 to $38.40. 

In a pamphlet which hag just been 
issued giving information about the 
navy, some of the advantages which 
it offers are set forth. Among these 
is the provision made for the fu- 
ture, which is as follows: 

The navy retirement laws provide 
that after thirty years’ service a 
man can retire with three-fourths 
of his pay and allowances for life. 
This means $100 or more per month 
for a man fifty years old, who en- 
ters the navy at twenty years of 
age. This represents a capital of 
$30,000 drawing interest at 4 per 
cent. 

A man can transfer to the fleet 
reserve with one-third of his high- 
est pay after sixteen years’ service, 
or one-half highest pay after twen- 
ty years’ service. This means $75 
per month for a thirty-eight-year- 
old man who entered when eighteen 
years of age. This represents a cap- 
ital of $22,500 drawing interest at 
4 per cent. Can you beat it?

: Get 22 Per Cent, 
Under the present law the city schools 
recefve from the mayor and general council 
approximately 22 per cent of the city’s 
total income from whatever source derived, 
that is to say 22 per cent of the amounts 
received from the $1.25 tax rate on real 
and personal property and the same per- 
centage of recorder’s court fines, license 
taxes, franchise taxes of public utilities like 
Georgia Railway and Power company, wa- 
ter rents, sanitary and street tax, etc. 
The total assessed value cf real and per- 
sonal property in the city is $203,000,000. 
The amount of the tax on this at $1.25 on 
the hundred dollars is $2,537,500. The total 
amount derived by the city from the other 
sources above mentioned is approximately 
$1,636,000, making a tetal of $4,178,000 
raised by the city from all sources last year. 
The public schools nop receive from the 
city $898,000, based off an estimated in- 
come of $4,087,000 for 1918, and in addi- 
tion thereto are entitled to the state school 
fund of $131,000 and non-resident tuition 
fees of $6,000, although the mayor and 
general council assert, in my _ opinion, 
against both the law and fact, that these 
two last named items ought to go into the 
general fund of the city to be spent by 
them for general purposes. These ‘three 
items—the city appropriation, the state 
school fund and non-resident tuition fres— 
amount to $1,035,000 for the support of the 
schools this year. 


New Proposition. 


It is now proposed to increase the tax 
rate 25 cents on the hundred dollars. This 
increase applies only to the ad valorem rate 
to be collected from real and personal prop- 
erty and will produce a revenue of $507,500. 
In the readjustment of the city’s finances 
it is also proposed to levy a separate school 
tax of 45 cents and decrease the present 
general rate to $1.05. If this is done and 
the city relinquishes its alleged claim to 
the state fund and non-resident tuition fees, 
to neither of which it has in reality the 
slightest claim in law, as is proposed, then 
the schools will receive from the 45-cent 
rate $913,000, from the state $151,000 and 
from non-resident tuition fees $6,000, mak- 
ing a total of $1,050,000, or an increase of 
$15,000, and it was because of this small 
increase that I voted against the proposed 
45-cent rate and contended for 50 cents, 
which would give the schools a gross sum of 
$1,151,000, or enough to make the needed 
salary increases and issue enough bonds to 
enable us to build all the high and gram- 
mar schools needed. 

On the present basis the schools receive 
$558,250 from ad valorem taxes on property 
and $340,000 from all other taxes above 
mentioned. sy a separate school tax of 45 
cents we will surrender this $340,000 and in 
exchange receive $355,000 from ad valorem 
on property, thus receiving a net increase 
of $15,000 out of the total increase of $507,- 
000, which I do not think is fair. If the 
tax rate is to be increased the schools 
ought to share in their present proportion 
of 22 per cent. In order to do that the 
schools must have a 50-cent rate and the 
state school fund and the non-resident 
tuition fees. Reduce the general tax rate 
to $1 and make a separate rate for the 
schools of 50 cents.

Suspending Judgment. 

Disposition was evident on the 
part of leaders in both bodies to 
suspend both judgment and com- 
ment until after most careful con- 
sideration. Several senators’ said 
they expected soon to speak on the 
plan. Opposition was regarded as 
certain to come from some mem- 
berg of both houses who oppose any 
king of international organization. 

From the animated private dis- 
cussion it appeared the question of 
enforcement of the league’s decrees 
was of principal] interest. From a 
cursory reading of the draft, sev- 
eral of those who have been follow- 
ing the proceedings in Paris most 
closely thought the provision for 
economic pressure by league mem- 
bers the principal force as a war 
preventative. 

Wide difference of opinion §re- 
garding the disarmament provisions 
seemed prevalent, with doubt exist- 
ing regarding the extent to which 
a disarmament policy could be dic- 
tated or enforced. 

The complete text of the plan, 
identical with the text as carried 
in Associated Press dispatches, was 
made public late in the day by the 
state department. 


WILSON TO EXPLAIN 
TO U.S. SENATORS. 


Paris, February 14.—The plan for 
creation of the league of nations, 
which President Wilson will take 
with him to the United States when 
he leaves here today en route to 
America, will not be in condition to 
permit action by the United States 
senate until the treaty of peace is 
confirmed. 

Wilson to Explain to Senators. 

The society of nations project and 
the treaty of peace to be framed 


will be interdependent. Many fea- 
tures of the peace treaty will re- 
quire adjustment or settlement un- 
der the provisions of the league's 
project, so that they will have to 
be submitted to the senate as a 
whole or in combination. 

President Wilson, therefore, dur- 
ing the few days he is in Washing- 
ton, before his return to France, 
will devote himself to a discussion 
of the league’s project with mem- 
bers of the senate and house com- 
mittees on foreign affairs. The de- 
sire is that public opinion in the 
United States may be in condition 
to express itself definitely when the 
final stages of the peace settlement 


'are reached and the combined trea- 
| ties presented for action. 


It is not expected there will be 
anything in the nature of a vote 
in the peace conference itself even 
at the last stage, the probable 
course being that those states which 
care to do so will give their ad- 
hesion to t@ge project through noti- 
fication to the secretariat. As soon 
as a sufficient number has done 
so, the society of nations will come 
into being and begin to function. 

Believed Conatitutional. 

In the opinion of American dele- 
gates, it is safe against attack on 
the ground of unconstitutionality. 
If it does involve an alliance re- 
quiring the use of American troops 
in combination with those of other 
nations, against an offender against 
the law of nations, as laid down by 
the conference, it is recalled that 
there igs precedent for such an al- 
liance in a treaty between the Unit- 
ed States and France more than a 
century ago. It also is pointed out 
by authorities here that power is 
reserved to congress to carry out 
the pledge in its own way through 
its control of appropriations and 
war-making powers. The_ senate, 
especially, has distinctive powers in 
its right to approve or disapprove 
treaties such as that which is neces- 
sary to give life to the society of 
nations.

REIGN OF TERROR

by one of America’s leading crimi- 
nologists, Al Dunlap, of Chicago, ed- 
itor and general manager of “The 
Detective,” official journal of police 
authorities and sheriffs of the United 
States and Canada. 

In expressing his conviction that 
a program of sabotage and general 
industrial destruction is imminent, 
Mr. Dunlap made it equally clear 
that he does not believe that Bolshe- 
vism will meet the success in Amer- 
i@a it did in Russia. In fact, he 
stated emphatically that because of 
the close watch which the federal 
“and private secret service agents 
have kept on the “reds’ in the 
United States, and the careful prep- 
aration which .the police officials 
have made in anticipation of vio- 
lent outbreaks, the Bolsheviki move- 
ment in America is doomed to fail- 
ure. Then, too, public opinion is 
too enlightened in America to be 
decisively swayed by the “reds,” 
said Mr. Dunlap. 

Strikes Are Probable. 

So far as Atlanta and the south 
generally are concerned, both Mr. 
Dunlap and Chief Beavers expressed 
the opinion that there would be 
relatively little to fear, except pos- 
Sibly in the matter of fomenting 
Strikes, although Mr. Dunlap ex- 
pressed the firm conviction that the 
fire Friday at Savannah was un- 
mistakably an instance of sabotage. 
But in the large industrial centers 
of the north and east the public, he 
Said, should be prepared to expect 
in the next few weeks the beginning 
of an ¢ra of explosions, and destruc- 
tion of property of all gorts. 

“The Bolsheviki are thoroughly 
organized in America,” said Mr. 
Dunlap in Chiet Beavers’ office dur- 
ing the conversation with the At- 
lanta police leader. “It is known 
positively that they are in constant 
communication with their Russian 
brothers. 

Police Chief Beavers admitted 
that the question of the “red” ac- 
tivities was on the program as the 
chief topic of discussion at the 
convention of police chiefs of Amer- 
ica to be held in April at New Or- 
leans. 

“I sincerely hope that Atlanta will 
never be cursed by such anarchistic 
activities,” said the chief. “But if 
there is any attempt at sabotage or 
any property destruction here the 
police will be<prepared to deal vig- 
orously with the situation.” 

Visits Internment Camp. 

Chief Beavers took Editor Dun- 
lap to the internment camp at Fort 
McPherson to inspect the German 
prisoners in confinement there. 
These men are not enemy aliens in 
the technical sense, being prisoners 
of war, and they will be returned 
to Germany when peace is finally 
declared. But all alien enemies 
should be deported in the opinion of 
the Chicago police expert. 

“The large industrial centers of 
the United States are honeycombed 
With Bolsheviki agents,” said Mr. 
Dunlap. “The police in these cities 
have the biggest job on their hands 
for the next few weeks that they 
have ever tackled. In Chicago, for 
example, there are thousands of 
Bolsheviki, and the police have 


them all carefully card indc=ed. 

“Another direction in which Bol- 
Sheviki activity is already being 
manifested and which will become 
more menacing in a short while is 
in the matter of strikes. Red agents 
are insidiously and persistently at 
work fomenting discontent among 
wage earners. Even the south, in- 
cluding Atlanta, will not altogether 
‘escape this form of activity. 

“I do not want to be an alarmist,

The general list closed.steady at a 
net advance of 10 to 25 points on 
old crop deliveries, while later 
months were unchanged to five 
points lower. 

The census report showed domes- 
tic mill consumption of 556,721 
bales for January compared with 
472,911 for December and 523,947 
for January last year. Owing to 
numerous reports of curtailment, it 
had been anticipated that the report 
would make a bearish showing, and 
the actual figures served to stimu- 
late covering and probably some 
fresh buying on the opening ad- 
vance of 20 to 49 points. The con- 
tinued firmness of Liverpool was 
also a factor, while houses with 
English connections were good buy- 
ers during the early trading with 
March selling up to 22.68 and July 
to 21.26. October sold at 19.90, 
making net advances on the gen- 
eral list of about 35 to 62 points. 
In the case of May contracts, this 
represented a recovery of 205 points 
from the low level of Monday which 
seemed sufficient to attract consid- 
erable realizing. 

There was. very little southern 
selling, but offerings became a lit- 
tle more active late in the after- 
noon owing to the failure of de- 
mand to broaden after the early ad- 
vance, and March eased. off to 22.29 
while July sold at 20.92 and Octo- 
ber at 19.50. The close was at about 
the low point of the day. 

There was a little southern buy- 
ing during the morning, which was 
said to be against an increased de- 
mand from importers late vyester- 
day.

| tur Crawley and Blaine Stewart, was 


received in Atlanta Friday after- 

noon from Asheville, N. C., where 

Mr. Young was stationed as a de-. 
rtment of justice operative. 

Although his feat in stalking and 
arresting, alone and single-handed,

Mrs. Abbott Was Being 

‘Quizzed in Mary Powers 
Case Before Grand Jury 
When Her Lawyers Stop 
Proceedings. 


Mrs. John Abbott, slayer of her 
husband, was taken from the jail 
to the Fulton grand jury room and 
was giving ‘testimony in the case 
of Mary Powers, whose telephone 
communications with the fire chief's 
auto driver led up to the killing, 
when her attorneys, Reuben Arnold 
and Edmund W. Martin, interrupt- 
ed the proceedings. 

Mrs. Abboft'’s attorneys had been 
notified by telephone, from the jail 
that the woman had been taken to 
the grand jury room. When they 
arrived on the scene Mrs. Abbott 
was already giving testimony under 
the examination of Assistant Solic- 


itor E. A. Stephens. Attorneys Ar- 
nold and Martin entered a protest 


against Mrs. Abbott being required 
to give testimony and insisted on 
conferring immediately with their 


client. Mrs. Abbott came out of the 
grand jury room at this moment and 
was advised by her counsel of her 
constitutional right to refuse to 
testify in a criminal case. The ex- 
amination of Mrs. Aobott was there- 
upon discontinued. 

The grand jury fulfilled the gen- 
eral expectations in returning a no- 
bill against Mary Powers on. the 
charge of being an accessory be- 
fore the fact in the Abbott killing. 
She has been at liberty on $500 
bond. 

Solicitor Boykin and his assistants 
Friday began preparations for sum- 
moning witnesses for the Abbott 
trial next Wednesday. It is ex- 
pected that the state will call a 
large number of witnesses. There 
is much speculation as to the line 
the state will pursue in conducting 
the prosecution, and there is equally 
as much speculation as to the de- 
fense -program.
